Domestic Wheat 
Jumps 20 Cents 


A 20-cent boost in the price of 
domestic wheat, announced Tues- 
day, will probably tack another cent 
on the price of a loaf of bread to 
Canadian consumers. 

After Canada formally accepted 
the New International Wheat 
Agreement Monday. the Canadian 
Wheat Board said it was instructed 
to sell wheat in Canada for $2.05 a 
bushel No. 1 Manitoba northern, 
basis Fort William-Port Arthur or 
Vancouver, 

Officials of flour-milling com- 
panies said the new price, which is 
20 cents more than the $1.85 they 
paid previously, will mean an in- 
cytase jin the price of flour to 


bakeries The increase to milling 
companies will be effective im- 
mediately 


Spokesmen for Winnipeg bakeries 
said an increase to 15 cents from 
14 for the 16-ounce loaf of bread 
delivered to the home is virtually 
certain in this city within a few 
weeks and a one-cent increase will 
| probably follow all across Canada. 
The same loaf costs 13 cents in 
most Winnipeg stores 

Although the new I.W.A, does not 
come into effect until Aug. 1, the 
board said the increased domestic 
wheat price will “approximate the 
maximum price in the new agree- 
ment so as to minimize the increas- 
ing wheat and flour inventories in 
anticipation of the upward revision 
in price. to facilitate sales of flour 
for delivery in the new crop year” 

If the board's class two price falls 
| below $2.05, domestic sales will be 
made on the class two basis 

The board's statement said other 
grades will be sold at prices which 
Will “bring each of the grades into 
proper relationship with the price 
of No. 1 Manitoba northern.” 

The decision to increase the 
domestic wheat price will not affect 


the merehandising of low-grade 
wheat ‘or feeding purposes in Can- 
ida.

Tree Planting: The past two days 
we have been busy planting trees 
for farmers with the new municipal 
tree planter.

Periodically the church issues 
pronouncements against dirty 
books dirty comics and filthy litera- 
ture. Many people believe that our 
literary and photographic material 
should be as morally clean as food 
is by law, required to be sanitary. 

Regardless of the merits of this 
stand there is no universal agree- 
ment as to what is obscene and 
what is not, and according to a 
church's report: “A certain subject 
dealt with by Shakespeare or 
Goethe or in a scientific thesis. may 
be unquestionably not obscene. 
The same subject dealt with in this 
trash which is sold at the book- 
stores at 25 cents a book may be 
unquestionably obscene.” 

A judge. trying to define the test 
of obscenity stated as follows: “The 
test of obscenity is this, whether 
the tendency of the matter charged 
as obscenity is to deprave and cor- 
rupt those whose minds are open to 
such immoral influences, and into 
whose hands a publication of this 
sort may fall.” 

In regard to the problem of dirty 
literature. we may find more help 
towards a solution in the garden 
than in the courtroom. Consider 
the number of worms that there 
are in the garden, and who live 
there all their lives. They ought 
to be authorities on dirt. for they 
live with it. In addition, they have 
innumerable cousins and aunts, 
wives and husbands and children| 
with which to discuss the problems | 
of their existence. Indeed, to take 
them from their home makes them 
most miserable, for they are at 
home nowhere else. 

A fish worm, left out on the sur- 
face, is faced with the prokhlem of 
how to get back in. Should he go 
in head first, or back up, and how | 
is he to know left from right. hav- | 
ing no hands? 

How he decides which way to go 
is one of the minor mysteries of 
nature. His only satisfaction in life 
is that he can eat anything without 
being sickened. 

If one can read anything without 
being sickened; if one can look at 
a picture without any feeling of 
degradation or exaltation; if one is 
totally unconcerned about whether 
or not literature has any relation

Mr. Bidre explained that one of 
the greatest needs today is for peo 
ple to develop independent think- 
ing habits and alert powers of ob- 
servation. For this reason. he said, 
he had adapted some of the meth- 
ods used in pers@nality courses 
currently being given in the cities, 
to school subjects which lent them- 
selves to such instruction.
